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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
the various circuit elements shown in Figures 3 and 6 reference number as described in 
the specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the 
disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement-drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. 
Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application 
must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

The description of 
reference numerals and the type of view the drawing shows is restricted to.the content 
of the specification and hot the drawings. Applicant is asked to study the drawings and 
specification of the cited patents for proper format. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement-drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency.

Specification 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 
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The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it exceeds the 1 50-word 
limit set forth above. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608:01 (b). 

5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Applicant's 
specification should refer in "The Brief Description of the Drawings" to the drawings by 
Figure number and not Exhibit number. Further paragraphs 006-0012 are sufficient for 
"The Brief Description of the Drawings" and paragraphs 0013-0018 should be moved to 
the "Detailed Description of the Invention" section of the specification. Again applicants 
are asked to refer to the cited patents for the proper format. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure, which goes to make up the device, must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
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manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

9. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lipson et 
al. (6198872) in view of Reidinger (5231689) and Chang (6042242). Lipson et al shows 
in Fig.1 a decorative lamp design having a programmed fiber optic display of shapes 
and graphics. Lipson et al. further shows in Fig. 2; LED's "32" and control unit "28" and 
optical fibers "36". Lipson et al. discloses in col.2, lines 25-28 that the lamp assembly 
may use an AC power source. Lipson et al however does not show a clear glass ball 
embedded surface or an integrated circuit to control sounds as well as lighting patterns. 
Reidinger shows that it is old and well known in the art to use glass balls embedded in a 
fiber optic display surface such as Lipson et al. for the purpose of enhancing the 
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visibility and recognition of the illuminated display surface (see col.4, lines 1-21). While 
Chang is applied to show that it known in the art to use an integrated circuit to control 
both light and sound in a fiber optic display such as Lipson et al. for the purpose of 
providing a more attractive display (see col.1 , lines 10-18). It would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the decorative 
lamp design of Lipson et al. to include embedded glass balls as taught by Reidinger and 
an integrated circuit to control both light and sound as taught by Chang for the purpose 
and advantage of making a more visible and attractive decorative lamp design.
